Last night between the hours of one 


and two o'clock burglars visited the post- 


office at Corliss and blew the safe open 
vith nitre-glycerine. Very little booty 
vas secured by. the thieves, as all the 
afe contained was a number of books 
and papers which were found this morn- 
ng strewn over the floor $1 the building. 
The postoffice is in connection woth F. I. 
jngsw.eilcr's grocery store and at ten 
o'clock last night the store was closed, 
Mr. Liugswcilcr going to his home which 


situated fifty rods from his place of 


business. All doors were securely fas- 
tened and everything seemed to be all 
right. At 1:30 o'clock Mr. Lingsweiler 
was awakened from his glu-mber hy a 
sharp report and thinking it to he the 
trains did not think anything of the 
noise, but upon his arrival this morning 
at his place of business noticed that the 
side door had been broken open with a 
large cord wood stick. This at 
once 


aroused suspicion and an investigation 
was made at once. The building was en- 
tered and it was found that the safe had 
been broken "into and a number of reg- 
istered letters secured. The contents' of 
these were taken and the money drawee,', 
which contained a number of pennies, pa- 
pers and five dollars worth of postage; 
stamps 
was found 
on the 
floor. The 


money had, been taken but the postage 
stamps remained untouched. Several of 
the windows; in, the .building were brok- 
en by the force 
of the explosion. A 


pickle barrel and several bo.xes of crack- 
ers which were situated in front oi the 
safe were blown to the other side of the 
building, and eatables were 
scattered 


over the floor of the store. The damage 
personally 
to 
Mr. 
Lingsweiler 
will 


amount to one hundred dollars to his 
stock. 


After further investigating the 
rob- 


bery, a number of life insurance papers, 
'the property of Mr. Lingsweiler, 
were 


found missing and after a long search, 
could not be located. Besides the stock 
of groceries which were destroyed every 
show case in the store was broken. It is 
very seldom that such a small 'amount 
of stamps is carried, as most of the time 
several hundred dollars worth arc in the 
safe. When the burglary was discovered 
this morning a telephone message was 
sent by Deputy Frank Bassinger to the 
sheriff's office in this city and the Racine 
postoffice notified. It is supposed that 
the work was done by crooks who came 
in the village, oil an evening train and-de- 
parted 
immediately after their. opojra- 


tions were concluded. 


THE SAFE WAS :S7OT LOCKED. 
Mr. Lingsweiler, knowing that because 


of the location of his store near the 
-Junction where so many tough charac- 
ters pass through did not keep valuables, 
or much money in the safe, but kept all 
his books in the safe where they would 
be secure in .case of fire. He did not lock 
the safe nights, merely turning the knob 
which would keep the safe door shut, in 
case of fire. It was a fine new safe and 
in order to guard against having it blown 
up he had printed a large sign which was 
attached 
to the front door, with 
the 


words "This safe is not locked." 
Either 


the burglars did not see the sign or if 
they did could not rnad it, for despite 
the fact that the door could have been 
opened by turning the knob, the burg- 
lars loaded the door with a charge of 
nitro-glycerinej completely 
demolishing 


the safe. 


Deputy Sheriff Frank Bassinger, who 


is located at Corliss, is working on the 
case, but there is very little clew, and 
little hopes of reaching the culprits. 


TJ. S. OFFICIALS AT WORK. 


This afternoon United States Post 


office inspector Stewart of Chicago ar- 
rived in this city with a force of men 
who will he put at once on the trail of 
the robbers. It now appears that at 1:30 
o'clock two men came to the railroad 
office at Corliss and asked 
the

clerk the quickest way to get out of the 
plaee, they said any old way as long as 
they got out. They were informed that 
in a few minutes a freight train would 


An. M. R. & K. car was .wrecked last 


night just north of the Kenosha city 
limits^ and the twelve passengers were 
forced to walk from the scene , of. the 
accident to the station. When the car 
touched the grade near the 
Pennoyer 


Sanitarium there was a sudden 
lurch, 


the passengers were thrown, from their 
seats into an indiscriminate mass in the 
center of the car and the car swung to 
one side and went straight across the 
track and dashed into a telegraph pole 
on the side of the track- Great excite- 
ment ruled in the ear for a lew minutes, 
but as soon as possible, the passengers 
extricated themselves from the heap and 
it was seen that none of .them was ser^ 
iously injured.

COAL CARGOES ARRIVE AT 


MILWAUKEE AND KENOSHA 


MILWAUKEE, Dee. 10-—Alarming're- 


ports concerning the coal situation in 
Milwaukee aud which have; sent people 
by hundreds to the offices of 
:the 'coal 


companies, besieging them for coal,'Were 
somewhat modified yesterda^ Try the!ar- 
rival of seven large vessels bringing'al- 
together about 24..QOO tons of 'anthracite 
coal and several others -'carrying 'soft 
coal. The steamers arrived late Monday 
evening and early yesterday morning, 
and while their cargoes are but small in 
proportion to what tlte normal supply 
of coal in Milwaukee should be at this 
time they will assist greatly in relieving 
the most acute cases of distress. 


KENOSHA GETS COAL CARGO. 
KENOSHA, Wis., Dee. 10.—A barge 


carrying 3,300 tons of hard coal arrived 
in Kenosha last evening and the danger 
of a coal famine in Kenosha is past. The 
city now has on hand a supply of more 
than 10,000 tons, and it is thought that 
this will be amply sufficient to last until 
spring. Xo further increase in the price 
has been made, but it is expected that 
advances will come later in the week.

INSURING VU.RE AIR. 


A Frenchman has discovered a truth 


that seemingly has always lain in sight 
of every scientist of any reputation at 
all. People hear considerable of impure 
air and they have read of the many in- 
stances in which sad disasters have oc- 
curred in consequence of the poisoning 
of -the air supply. Dissertations beyond 
number have appeared and are 
to be 


found in even all school books demon- 
strating how impure air can kill people 
and how small percentage of bad air can 
kill and numb. 


In reading of the marvelous work that 


is accomplished through the ability of 
science to furnish air suitable for human 
iiso in confined localities, it has long 
been a question if science can do this, 
•why can not in some way, a contrivance 
be made practicable that would supply 
fresh air, rather a contrivance that would 
do away with the elements that poison 
.the air, and ':n this way, people could 
long breath practically the same atmos- 
phere? 


Thus people could with such an inven- 


tion, set it in motion in their houses at 
night, and without then keeping open 
their windows, insure themselves against 
being injured by bad air. It is known 
that certain fliemieals will, placed 
in 


cc^nncction with a deficient atmosphere 
made impure, in dissolving, kill the poi- 
son elements and render again breatha- 
ble "the'previously poisoned air. and the 
point has probably often occurred, but 
never given practice, that if by air chute;- 
by open windows we may insure fresh 
air, then why not by using the chemicals 
that will take up the used up air and the 
loaded particles of carbon dioxide, 
a 


way that would be practically automatic, 
have our air supply always in a practi- 
cally pure state. 


It seems that two French physiologists 


have put in practice this plan. It is their 
invention all right for if 
others have 


wondered why it could be done, these 
scientists have actually irone to work 
and done it. An account of their method 
says that at intervals of adopted time 
sodium peroxide tablets are dropped in 
water- The gas thus formed will unite 
with the poison carbon dioxide t.hat has 
been thrown off by the lungs and form 
a salt inoccuotis. It is asserted an ex- 
periment demonstrated a man was able 
to sit for nearly an hour in an atmos- 
phere charged with sulphurous acid to 
an extent practically.irrespirable. 


Thus inventions for the comfort and 


safety of man multiply. We now have, 
or soon will have the. invention 
of a 


prominent weather service, official that 
will enable all to have their rooms cool- 
ed in summer as they are. warmed in 
•winter and at no greater a cost and far 
safer than the. cold storage air 
plan. 


With these two. surely man will be made 
more comfortable, the health conditions 
improved, and with these, certainly an 
improved disposition which will enhance 
the comforts of living.

The King of Italy is 
taking a special interest in everything 
appertaining to this immigration busi- 
ness and to this end has, so say reports, 
carefully examined the president's mes- 
sage upon this point. It is admitted It- 
aly is specially interested because Victor 
Emmanuel himself says our 
proposed 


new immigration bill is of tho greatest 
interest to Italy and especially to Mon- 
tenegore, where the percentage of illit- 
eracy is so high. 


Of course this must be the case, but 


Victor Emmanuel does not explain fully 
in just, where he comes in with objec- 
tions or in where it is any of his busi- 
ness whatever. It'would be indeed sin- 
gular if this country was to be called 
down for objecting to continuing to be 
the common dumping ground of all Eu- 
rope for its paupers, its criminals, and 
illiterates. But«it is really not believed 
our congress will feel called in to ask 
Victor Emmanuel to consent to our en- 
o-ctinrr an immigration law than can be 
reasonably warranted to work. 


Whatever ones ideas may be as to un- 


ion labor or non-union labor, the fact re- 
mains that in the examination of condi- 
tions in the anthracite coal regions by 
the coal strike commission, are being de- 
veloped some striking instances of unjust 
treatment of the miners.

oases of absolute injustice, are only too 
painfully frequent. Really, however, we 
may declare against violence, against in- 
timidation, against all sorts of things, 
so to speak, it must be candidly admitted 
that viewing matters in the coal regions 
as they are now-being understood, it is 
surprising that what violence there was 
during the strike period was not intensi- 
fied four fold. Considering things, the 
miners did verv well.

IS TEE RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE TOO 


CHEAP? 


Chicago News: One of the 
suggcs 


tions which James J. Hill, president of 
the Great Northern railway, makes, in 
an interview reported by William E. Cur- 
tis in the Chicago Record-Herald and re- 
published in the Daily News today is of 
especially timely interest just now when 
congress is considering the question _o 
immigration. 
M.r. Hill joins ' i n 
the 


unanimous opinion that siicli'iindesirable 
classes of foreigners as paupers, lunatics 
and anarchists should be excluded from 
the 
country, but he is less 
impressed 


with 
the desirability 
of 
restrictions 


against immigration tlian with the need 
ot' limiting the 
right 
of suffrage. 
He 


would have the country welcome indus 
trious" and intelligent immigrants who 
seek permanent residence,-but ho would 
exercise greater care and discrimination 
in granting the right to vote. This right 
he suggests,"might he reserved and held 
out to newcomers as an inducement to 
become home owners and in other ways 
to fit themselves for permanent residence 
a.nd thorough assimilation with the mass 
of the citizens. 


The desirability of placing some such 


safeguards about the right of suffrage is 
bound to become more and more appar- 
ent with the lapse of time. At present 
the privilege of the ballot is secured so 
easily and quickly that it is often under- 
valued. In some states it is possible for 
an alien to cast his ballot six months af- 
ter landing, provided only he has lived 
in the state, that long and has gone 
through the form of declaring his inten- 
tion to become a citizen. 


The effect of these, inadequate suff- 


rage 
regulations ca-unot be otherwise 


than harmful. The right to citizenship 
should be valued as the highest gift a 
free, state can confer.. The alien who 
gets it so easily is prone to consider it a 
thing of little worth. Not only should 
the suffrage be wisely safeguarded by 
proper educational tests but the intend- 
ing citizen should be required to live in 
the United States long enough to make 
sure that he has come into full sympathy 
with American institutions 
and 
thor- 


oughly understands them. If he worn 
required to pass fifteen or twenty years 
on American soil before exercising the 
right to vote he would prize that right 
more nearly at its true- value and would 
exorcise it with a .fuller realization of 
the responsibility which citizenship en- 
tails. 


[Ed.—If 'the full five yea'a term be- 


fore what are called second papers /are 
issued, weie required before any state 
could grant the right to vote, probably 
every requisite would be observed.]

.After .Grimes made the $1,000. proposi- 


tion, 
continued Early, 
Grimes 
said:

Claret Apples.—Mix a quarter of a 


pint of claret with half a pint of water, 
one pound of loaf sugar and the grated 
rind and juice of half a lemon. Boil 
f or . three, minutes in .an enameled 
saucepan or copper stewpan. Add eight 
large unripe apples 'which have pre- 
viously been pared and cored. Simmer 
gently, but do not boil, until the apples 
are quite transparent;' then* remove 
them very carefully so as not to break 
them and place in a glass dish. Boil 


i up the sirup briskly lor three minutes 


and then pour over the apples. When 
cold, garnish with glace cherries and 
angelica. 
The sirup should set in a 


clear red jelly. 


Dutch Apple Pie.—This Is a delicious 


recipe and Is a nice change trom the or- • 
dlnary apple pie. Stew the required 
quantity of apples sweetened to taste, 
add a few currants and raisins, a little , 
candied peel, a few chopped almonds 
and a pinch ot powdered cinnamon. 
Make some puff paste, line a dish with 
part-of ll. put In the apples when cold. 
Cover over with the rest of the paste 
and bake In a quick oven. 


Apple Tapioca Pudding.—Soak one 


cup of tapioca in enough boiling water 
to cover It. When it is quite soft, stir 
in three beaten eggs, two ta.blespoonfuls 
of sugar and add one quart of milk, 
also a little salt Have your pudding 
dish filled with apples, pared and cored; 
stir the mixture well and pour over the 
apples. Bake and eat with cream and 
sugar.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In the sen- 


ate today Mr. Allison called up the bill 
to provide for the payment of the ex- 
penses and compensation of the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission. 


The bill was discussed at,length by 


senators who opposed making an appro- 
priation of a lump sum and who thought 
the salaries should he fixed. While Mr. 
Allison was explaining the bill Mr. Till- 
man asked if the constitution of Penn- 
sylvania had been trampled under foot, 
and if so why had not the attorney gen- 
eral enforced the anti-trust law. 


Mr. Allison said he could not answer 


the question, but snid he believed con- 
gress had the power to deal with the 
great questions growing out of the com- 
binations of capital, commonly known as 
trusts. 


Mr. Allison offered a substitute for the 


committee amendment fixing the com- 
pensation of the commissioners for ex- 
penses which provides that the members 
shall receive the sum of $15 a day each; 
the assistant recorders .$10 per day each 
and the other employes of the commis- 
sion in the service of the government ?6 
per day in lieu of traveling expenses. 


Mr. Berry (Ark.) offered an amend- 


ment providing for a salary of $4,000 per 
annum for the commissioners and the 
payment of actual expenses instead of a 
per diem.

Miaa Alberta Wnrftley Describes Life in 


America'* Grant Metropolis. 


The following letter written by Miss. 


Alberta Woraley to her sister, Mrs. Ag- 
nes Worsley-Kerwin, Silver'Lake, Wis., 
will doubtless interest the many. Jour- 
nal readers as well as the .numerous 
friends of the writer. 


New York City, Sov. 30, 1902. 


My Dear Sister: 


Some weeks have passed since I receiv- 


ed your very kind and most interesting 
letter. In the meantime, I have been 
seeing something of New York. 


I think I wrote you of my visit to the 


ocean steamer Umbria, 
since 
visiting 


that vessel I have paid a visit to the 
largest ocean steamer afloat, "The Celtic" 
of the White Star line. This vessel'ia 
700 feet long, nine stories, (decks), high, 
and carries 22,500 tons cargo besides 
5000 passengers. Owing' to the improv- 
ed machinery used in the vessel, only 
250 tons of coal are burned daily. This 
may seem a large amount, but most of 
the ocean steamers burn more than 400 
tons daily. 


The Celtic is a veritable "floating pal- 


ace," and those who .travel on it have 
every comfort and luxury, and on ac- 
count of the immense size of the vessel, 
and the time it takes to right itself after 
an encounter with the ocean wave's, very 
few of its passengers experie'ncc' sea- 
sickness.
